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VE. WIRES FILL 
STREET; THO HURT 


Breaking of Defective Pole Causes 
Others to Be Leveled, Letting 
Deadly Network Down. 


SUBURBAN TRAINS STOPPED 


Lineman Thrown From Pole and 
Drivers of Brewery Wagons 
Struck by Cables. 


The breaking of one defective pole sup- 
porting 24 heavy power cables of the Unit- 
‘Hallways Co. 6h Tiffany avenue at 
7:35 o'clock Wednesday méfning Ted to the | 
levelling of other cable and trolley wise 
poles for a @istance of three blocks on 
Chouteau avenue, the massing of a large 
number of live wires on the street and 
the serious injury of two meén. 

The wreckage spread along Tiffany 
and Chouteau avenues from 300 feet south 
of Chouteau to the corner of Chouteau end 
Manchester avenues. A dozen large timber 
poles, erected to support the weight of | 
electric feed, Hight and telephone wires, 
are broken off 8 feet from the ground, and 
twice as many iron trolley poles are bent 
until their tops almost reach the ground. 

Of the two men injured, George Camp- 
bell, a United Railways lineman, who.was 
at the top of the pole which first broke, 
was thrown to the ground and badly hurt 
about the back. He was taken to 8t. John's 
Hospital, and is in a serious condition. 
Fred Helfrich, driver of a beer wagon, 
was struck by falling feed wires at the 
Missouri Pacific tracks, which he was 
crogsing. and several of his ribs were 
broken. He was taken to the City Hos- 
pital. / 

This morning a force of linemen was set 
to work straightening out and tautening 
the feed cables, which were strung along 


timber poles about the size of telephone 
poles. A tackle was rigged up on _ the 
ground, some 300 feet south of Chouteau 
avente, and Campbell was stationed at the 
top of a pole neur that point to direct 
the tension on the wires. 

A large force of men hauled away at the 
tackle ropes. which were gripped to the 
wire just south of the pole on which Camp- 
bell sat. ‘The power they exerted was 


very reat. 

Suddenly the pole hoiding Campbell 
snapped, broke off about ten feet from the! 
ground, and threw Campbell several feet. 

At the same time the heavy cables, un- 
supported at that potnt and still under the | 
terrific strain imposed by the linemen, 
srppyen. 

‘ir jerking weight snapped another 
pole near Choutenau avenue; then snapped | 
the heavy gxuy wires which held the larger | 
pole at the intersection of the two atreetn’ 
ani broke that p* vole. 

The terrttic weight thus freed exerted its 
foree to the westward then, and as each 
or the supperting poles felt the shock it! 
gave way, snapped off and fell. l 

Not until poles had been broken as far 
west as Munchester avenue was there) 
enough of the wire on the ground for the 
destroying weight tuo be taken from the: 
remaining supports. 

In falling the poles and cables cdrried 
with them the trolley poles and wires for 
the entire distance, and mingled all the 
wreckage in a tangled and dangerous 
mass The destruction was as complete 
as though a tornado had whirled its way 
along the track. 

As soon as possible

TELLURIDE, Colo., Nov. 30.—Both mine 
owners and union miners are rejoicing over 
the action of the District Miners’ Associa- 
lion, in session at Ouray, ending the strike 
in this district, which was called Sept. 1, 
193. President Charles H. Moyer of’ the 
Western Federation of Miners has made 
the following statement concerning the ac- 
tion of the Miners’ Association, which was 
taken in accordance with his advice:

EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE HERE 


Representative of Brown Brothers 
Confers With Local Members 
of the Directorate. 


The first meeting of the new executive 
committee of the United Railways Co. was 
held Wednesday morning in the company's 
offices in the Security building.

Estate, on Atlantic. 


MUCH IS GIVEN TO CHARITY 


Many Personal Friends Are Also 
Remembered by the Late Mer- 
chant-Philanthropist. 


Letters testamentary on the estate of the 
late Richard M. Scruggs, whose will was 
filed for probate Tuesday, will not be 
asked until the return of Robert Johnsen, 
one of the executors, who is on the At- 
lantic ocean, coming home. W. Frank Car- 
ter, the other executor named, desires to 
wait until Mr. Johnson's arrival in 8t. 
Louls before acton is taken. 

The estate, which is valued at about 
$1,000,000, is divided into many legacies, 
both lirge and small. The property consists 
ef stock in the Scruggs, Vandervourt & 
Barney Dry Goods Compeny, the Missis- 
sippi Valley Trust Company, the Misso. 
Trust Company, the Commonwealth Trust 
Company, muck city property, including 
the homestead at 3617 Olive street, some 
property in St. Louis County, and 160 acres 
in mining lands in St. Francols Couny, Mo. 

Following his lifetime custom, Mr. 


Scruggs bequeathed much of his estate to 
arid Several hishops of 


who receive sums varying from $6000 to 
$40.000. Other nearer relatives and very 
close friends receive bequests varying from 
$2500 to $25,000, while the testators brother, 
Gustavus A. Seruggs. receives all the es- 
tate remaining after the other legacies are 
provided for, which will be greatly in ex- 
cess of any other bequest. 

The Cook Avenue Methodist Church, 
South. of &t. Louis, of which Mr. Scruggs 
was a member and in which he was promi- 
nent, receives $10,000, of which $8,000 is to be 
expended for a parsonage and $2000 for re- 
pairs on the church property. 

To each of a number of schools and mis- 
sions $5000 is left. One school receiving a 
bequest of this kind is the Girl's School 
at Horishima, Japan, canducted under the 
auspices of the Methodist Church. The 
Bethesda association of St. Louis receives 
$25,000. a like sum going to the Provident 
Association, in the work of which Mr. 
Scruges was especially interested, and of 
which he was president for many years. 

The executors -of the will are given 
authority to sell or dispoee of any feal es- 
tate or personal property. The will is 
dated April 26, 1904, and covers 11 typewrit- 
ten pages. The witnesses were Hanford 
Crawford and William Davidson, both of 
whom were present at the filing.

He lowered 
his head like a bull and hung on, whipping 
in lefts and rights. Corbett protected his 
body and, awaiting his chance, would 
Swing with his left to Nelson’s acad, but 
missing ae a rule. 

Corbeit dropped Nelson to his knees in 
the third round and landed three hooks that 
hurt, but still the Dane came back for 
more, surprising the crowd by raining 
blows on “‘Young Corbett."" Near the close 
of the fourth round “‘Corbett’’ had Nelson 
groggy. and but for the gong Nelson would 
have been put to sleep. 

“Corbett went to his corner and com- 
plained of cramps in his stomach. The 
pains were caused Ya heavy meal he ate 
after weighing in. \ tried to vomit, but 
without success. He went out for the fifth 
round and stalled. His stomach hurt him 
and he protected it as best he could. ‘‘Cor- 
bett’’ landed on Nelson's eye and it looked 
swollen. The Dane’s stamina was remark- 
able. Ile never tired and kept after ‘‘Cor- 
bett,”” having the better of the round. 

Nelson saw he had “‘the kid” weakened 
and went right to him. Before the round 
was over he had ‘‘Corbett” tired and clinch- 
ing. The crowd was yelling for Nelson. In 
the eighth Nelson butted “Corbett’’ until 
the blood flowed down Willie's face, blind- 
ing him and making him look badly. 


Saved by Gong 
in the Ninth. 


The gong saved “Corbett” In the ninth. 
Nelson fo lowed “Corbett” all over (fe ring, 
pummeling him at will. The crowd was 
astounded and could not understand it. The 
spectators expected Willie to uncover and 
dig into his opponent, but “‘Corbett" was 
not there. Nelson tried to put “Cerbett’’ 
out, but did not possess the punch. 

“Corbett gave a wonderful exhibition of 
gameness. He took the gruelling like a 
man. The tenth saw the finish. “Corbett’’ 
left his corner like a dead man and Nelson, 
seenting victory, tore after his man. He 
hammeéred “Collett” all over the arena and 
still could not score a knockout. Near the 
close of the round, Harry Tutthill went 
inte the ring and virtually threw up the 
sponge. 

After the battle, ‘“‘Corbetts hand was 
grasped by Jimmy Britt, who sympathized 
with his old opponent. “Corbett"’ was taken 
to the Emergency Hospital and three 
slitches were taken in his scalp, where 
Nelson butted him. 

‘Nelson beat me falrly,’’ 
“He is a strong fellow. I would ike to 
fight him at the same weight. I must have 
weakened myself in taking off 12 pounds 
in four weeks.” 

Jimmy Pritt said: ‘Tam sorry “Corbett” 
lost. He showed true grit and proved he 
was a gzame fellow. ‘““Corbett,”’ in my opin- 
ion, was not in shape.

In 1898, when the suggestion of a World's Fair was first 
made the taxable wealth of St. Louis was $360,000,000. In 1904 
it is $459,000,000. 

The enormous increase in business activity is shown in the 
banking capital, which has risen from $29,000,000 to $80,000,000, 
while the bank and trust company deposits have increased from 
$162,000,000 to $252,000,000. In 1898 the total clearings were 
$),455,.462,062, in 1904 they will aggregate more than $2,- 
800,000,000. 

The wholesale trade in dry goods and textiles in 1898 amount- 
ed to $40,000,000. In 1904 it is $80,000,000. 

The value of the Exposition as a people’s university and a 
promoter of moral culture cannot, of course, be measured in 
terms of material good. But the two kinds of benefit cannot 
be wholly separated and Mr. Wade's statistics showing the 
actual commercial expansion of the city afford a clew to the 

power for moral good which has accrued from the enterprise.

Figures secured. by the 
from reliable sources show that none of 
the candidates who aspires to succeed 
Francis M. Cockrell as United States sen- 
ator from Missourl has as yet captured 
a majority of the Republican lesgisiators, 
Which would give him strength equivalent 
to election, as all of the nominees will be 
bound by caucus rules. 

While the Niedringhaus men are cialming 
5> votes for their candidate and friends of 
“Col. Dick" Kerens say he has nearly 40, 
the facts really are that both are matcrial- 
ly short of the votes necessary to nominate. 
Niedringhaug has a decided lead over Ker- 
ens, but not the lead he had two weeks ago. 

If anything, Kerens has gained within 
the last ten days, while the candidacy of 
the Republican state chairman has not 
advanced. 

Niedringhaus started off better than he 
now progresses. Kerens, who was regarded 
only recéntly as the weakest of the Repub- 
lican senatorial aspirants, has forged ahead 
of lL.

In addition to the St. Louts vote, Nied- 
ringhaus is assured of support from repre- 
sentatives in every Democratic county 
which turned into the Republican column 
at the recent election. 

Washington, Franklin, Adair and Grun- 
dy counties are also considered Niedring- 
haus etronghols. 

Kerens’ main strength comes from the 
western part of the state. 

At a meeting of the Kansas City delega- 
tion, composed of six Republican legisla- 
tors, Monday night, Kerens was assured 
of five votes. 

The only man who held out against Ker- 
ens was Senator C,. W. Clark. 

Senator Clark is anxious to vote for 
Maj. William Warner of Kansas City, 
and after that, it is said, providing War- 
ner’s chances have dwindled, he will line 
up with the Kerens forces, 
Another evidence of the Kerens move- 
ment is ehown tm Jasper County, where 
the three Republican members of the legis- 
lature are committed to his candidacy, and 
the senator from the¢t district, W. J. Mc- 
Indoo, is also said to be trimming his sails 
Kerensward., 

Kerens also expects a vote from Greene 
County, while the Newton County repre- 
sentative has pledged not only his own 
vote, but that of three or four others from 
his section of the state, to the former na- 
tional committeeman.

Ferhaps Billiardist Peterson For- 
got to Chalk Oue, at Any- 
rate, He Lost Suit. 


DR. C. E. MICHELS’ SHOT WON 


He Nursed Ivories and Proved an 
Alibi in Action for $85.50 
for Cue Lessons. 


Dr. Qharles E. Michel sprung a surprise 
shot upon Expert Billiardist Charlies ©. Pe- 
tersen in Justice Hanley’s court and won 


the match. 

The justice decided that Dr. Michel does 
not owe Petersen $8.50 for teaching him 
how to put the proper English upon the 


ivories. 

This was a pretty little legal set-to be- 
tween men who had matched skill and 
touch against one another many times at 
a billiard table. Petersen thought to run 
out on the oculist, but' Dr. Michel came 
out of a tight place and won the match 
with a fine place shot. 

He contended that he was in another 
place on some of the dates when Petersen 
Claimed to have been teaching him bill‘ards 
in St. Louis, and the court called the shot 
fair and gave him the decision. 

Dr. Michel is an elderly gentleman and 
a member of a little coterie whose diversion 
is bilMards. They sometimes have little 
tournaments among themselves, and Dr. 
Michel ts a sort of Frank Ives in the circle. 

Petersen is one of the well-known bil- 
liardists of the city. He was for a time 


manager of Hall's billiard parlor at Eighth 
and Olive streets, and oftentimes Dr. Miche) 
dropped in there and took him on for a 
little measuring up of their separate skills. 
The popular impression was that Petersen 
was good enough to make the doctor pay 
for it. 

Scme time ago Petersen rather surprised 
the billiard fraternity by filing in Justice 
Hanley’s court a bill for 8&7 billiard lessons, 
which he alleged to have given the doctor 
at $1.50 per lesson. 

This- gave the billiardists of the city a 
flutter. They had thought of the doctor as 
paying for his little goes with °Petersen, 
but they had not thought of him paying for 
them in just that way.

Application for Haheas Corpus to 
Be Heard in St. Louis on

ST. PAUL, Minn., Nov. 30.—Through the 
medium of a petition of Michael Dowd, who 
deposes that he has been illegally deprived 
of his liberty by the Supreme Court of 
Colorado, the election contest of Denver, 
Col., was brought before the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals today.
